HTo Make Onefelf Invifiblc (As is required in 
the matter of Divination by the Word of Uriel you muft 
take the life of a human being in order to do this working. As

I. HThe Preparation of the Operator (This 
explaineth the requifites and preparation of whofoever may 
do the workings deferibed herein. The praElitioner of this 
booke will find pearls of wifdom, if he be ready in Spirit and 
Conjlitution to accept them. The admonitions given are not 
to be ignored but are to be carefully abided by.)

The fpirits who arc powerful and exalted, fervc only their 
confidants and intimate friends, by the paft made or to lie 
made according to certain characters at the will ot£i„gamb„tb 
or of his Secretary zAabidandes, of whom we will give you 
information, is the perfeft acquaintance to call, conjure and 
conflrain, as you will fee in the Key, where you will be given 
a method of making a paft with the fpirits. 

ST Of the Mature of Vans 

There are only two kinds of pads; the tacit [or implicit\ 
and the apparent [ot explicit]. You will know the one from the 
other, ifyou read this little booke. Know, however, that there 
are many kinds of fpirits, fome attraftive and others not 
attractive. 

It is when you make a paft with a fpirit, and have to give 
the fpirit fomething which belongs to you, that you have to 
be on your guard.

Failure to obfervc the proper day 
and hour may nullify your effort or be the 
efficient caufe of an unwanted effect.

The three people, having arrived, will fit by the fire, 
eating and drinking, and will thank the perfon who has 
entertained them. If you are a gendeman, three girls will 
come; but if you are a lady, three young men will be involved. 

Then the three will draw lots as to whom is to llay with 
you. If the operator is a man, the girl who wins will fit in the 
chair which you have placed by the bed, and (he will (lay and 
be with you until midnight. At this time (he will taketh her 

leave, withher companions, all widiout having been difmilTed. 

The two others will (lay by the fire, while the firft entertains 
you. 

While flic is with you, you may afk her any queftion, 
about any art or fticnce, or upon any fubjedl at all, and (he will 
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at once give you a certain reply. You can alk the whereabouts 
of hidden treafure, and fhc will tell you where it is, and how 
and when to remove it. Ifthe treafure is under the guardian (hip 
of infernal fpirits, fhe will come herfelf, with her companions, 
and defend you againft thefe fiends. 

When (he leaves, fhe will give you a ring. Ifyou wear this 
on your finger, you will be fortunate at gambling. Ifyou place 
it on the finger of any woman or girl, you will be able at once 
to obtain your will of her. Note: The window is to be left 
open. You can do this experiment as often as you pleafe.

Experiment of a marvelous power of the fuperior intel- 
ligences. Watch for the crcfcent or the waning moon, and 
when you fee it, make Cure that you fee alfo a liar, between the 
hours of eleven and midnight. Before beginning the procefs, 
do thus; take a virgin parchment, and write on it the name of 
the girl whom you defire to come. Thou mull hold in thy 
mind the face of the woman of your defire.

He ll.ould be 
lltandingj near the table. A large new needle is taken and 
one of the three tapers is mounted upon it, fix inches behind 
the glafs.

Return the next morning, and you will find the 
anfwer written on the virgin parchment, if it has not been 
revealed to you in the night. 

!f ‘ Divination by the Egg 

1 he operation of the Egg is to know what will happen to 
anyone who is prefent at the experiment. 

One takes an egg of a black hen, laid in the daytime, 
breaketh it, and temoveth the germ. 

You mutt have a large glafs, very thin and clear. Fill this 
with clear water and into it put the egg-germ. 

Tlie glals is placed in the Sun at midday in fummer, and 
the Direflor of the operation will recite the prayers and 
conjurations of the day. 

Thefe prayers and conjurations are fuch as arc found in 
the Key of Solomon, in which we treat amply of airy fpirits. 

And with the index finger, agitate the water, to make the 
germ turn. Leave it to reft a moment, and then look at it 
through the glafs, not touching it. Then you will fee the 
anfwer, and it fhould be tried on a working-day, becaufe thefe 
are fpirits that will come during the times of ordinary 
occupations. 

If one wifties to fee if a boy or a girl is a virgin, the germ 
will fall to the bottom; and if he (or fhe) is not, it will be as 
ufuaL 
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S A Ksr, JurftriJing ^/logical Secret 

The manner of making the Mirror of Solomon, ufeful for 
all divinations. 

In the name of the Lord, Amen. Y E fhall fee in tins mirror 
anything which you may def.re. In the name of the Lord who 
is blelftd, in the name of the Lord, Amen, l.rftly, you (hall 
abftain from aU aftions of the flefh, and alfo from any fin, 
whether in word or addon, during the period of time laid 
down herein. Secondly, you mull perform afo of good and 
piety. Thirdly, take a plate of fineft ftcel, burmfhed and 
flightly curved, and with the blood of a white pigeon write 
upon it, at the four corners, thefc names: Jehova, Eloym, 
Metatron Adonay. 

Place the ftcel in a clean, white cloth. Look for the new 
Moon, in the firft hour after the Sun has fet, and when you 
fee it, go to a window, look devoutly towards Heaven, and fay: 

6 /Eternal, O King /Eternal! God Ineffable! Thou, who 
haft created all things for the love of men, and by a concealed 
dccif.on for the well-being of man, deign Thou to look on 
me, N„ who am Thy mod unfit and unworthy Servant, and 
look upon this, which is my intention. 

Deign to fend unto me Thine Angel, tAnail upon this 
fame mirror; he does command and order his companions— 
whom Thou haft formed, O Mod Powerful Lord, who haft 
always been, who art, and who fhall ever be, fo that in Thy 
name they may work and aft with equity, giving me knowl- 
edge in everything that 1 (hall feek to know of them. 



Now you are to throw down upon the burning embers a 
perfume. While you are doing this, fay: 

In this and with this, that I pour forth before Thy face, 
O God, my God, Thou who art bleffed, Three in One, and 
in the date of exaltation molt fublime, who fits above the 
Cherubim and Seraphim, who will judge the earth by fire, 
hear me! 

This is to be faid three times. When you have done fo, 
breathe three times upon the furface of the mirror, and fay: 

Come, c Anal!, come: and let it be thy agreement to be 
with me willingly: in the name * of the Father, the Mod 
Puilfant, in the name * of the Son, Mod Wife, in the name 
* of the Holy Spirit, the Mod Living! 

Come, zAnail, in the terrific name of Jehova! Come,

Come to me, N., and order thy fubjefts fo that they may 
make known to me through their love, joy and peace, the 
things that arc hidden from my eyes. 

When you have finifhed this, raife your eyes toward 
Heaven and fay: 

O molt powerful Lord, who does caufe all things to move 
in accordance with Thy will, liften to my prayer, and may my 
intentions be aggreeable to Thee! O Lord, if it be Thy will, 
deign to gaze upon this mirror and fan&ify it, that Thy 
Servant cAnael may come thereto with his companions, and 
be agreeable to me, N., Thy poor and humble fervant! O 
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God, blcflcd and raifed above all the fpirits of Heaven, Thou 
who liveft and reigneft for all time. ® Amen * 

When this is done, make the Sign of the Crofs over 
yourfelf, and alio on the mirror on the firft day, and alio on 
the next fourty and five days. At the end of this time, the angel 
c Anael will appear to you, like unto a beautiful child. He will 
greet you, and will order his companions to obey you. 

It does not always require as long as this to caufe the angel 
to appear, however. He may come on the fourteenth day, but 
this will depend upon the degree of application and fervor of 
the operator. 

When he comes, atk him whatever you may defire, and 
alfo beg him to come and do your will whenever you lhall call 
him. 

When you want c Anail to come again, after the firft 
time, all you have to do is to perfume the mirror, and fay tlicfc 
words: Come, cAnail, come, and let it be thy agreement — 
and die reft of this prayer to zAnael as we have given you 
above, until the Amen. 

«T To zMake Onefelf Invtjible 

Collett feven black beans. Start the rite on a Wcdncfday, 
before funrife. Then take the head of a dead man, and put one 
of the black beans in his mouth, two in his eyes and two in his 
ears. Then make upon his head the charattcr of the spirit 
zZMorail which follows. 
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When you have done this, bury the head, with the face 
upwards, and for nine days, before funrife, water it each 
morning wid, excellent brandy. On the eighth day you will 
fhou?- ' fpint ment,t>ned ’ who wm r *y to y°u: -What wilt 

... “ Iam watering my plant." Then the fpirit 

wtft fay: G.vc me the botde, I defire ,o water it myfelfi - In 
anfwcr, rcfiife him this, even though he will afkyou again. 

Then he will reach out with his hand, and will difplay to 
you that fame figure which you have drawn upon die head. 
Now you can be fure that it is the right fpirit, the fpirit of the 
head. There is a danger that another one might tiy to trick 
you, which would have evil confequences-^nd in that cafe 
your operation would not fucceed. 

Then you may give him the botde, and he will water the 
head and leave. On the next day when you return, you will 
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find the beans that are germinating. T ake them and put them 
in your mouth, and look at yourfelf in the mirror. If you can 
fee nothing, it is well. Tell the others in the fame way, cither 
in your own mouth, or in that of a child. Thofc which do not 
confer invifiblilv arc to be reburied with the head.

On this you place aromatics, and when perfuming the 
article in queftion, fay the following:

Virgin parchment can be made in many ways. Generally 
it is made of the fkin of a goat or a lamb, or other animal, 
which mull be virgin. 

After inferibing on the blade AGLA and having fumi- 
gated it, the knife will ferve you for all purpofes. 

Remember that when you make the Sacrifice in order to 
obtain the virgin parchment from the kid, all the inftruments 
mull be on the altar.

c hferamael teaches the art of healing, including the com- 
plete knowledge of any illnefs and its cure, He alfo makes 
known the virtues of plants, where they arc to be found, when 
to pluck them, and their making into a complete cure. 

Tnmafael teaches chemiftty and all means of conjuring of 
die nature of deceit or fleight-of-hand. He alfo teaches the 
fccrct of making the Powder of Projeflion, by means of 
which the bafe metals may be turned into gold or filvcr. 

Ji iftugriel teaches the Art ofMagick. He gives familiar 
fpirits that can be ufed for all purpofes, and he alfo gives 

lAgalierept and Tanbtmaloxe the rulers of EUlogap, who 
in turn governs matters conneftcd with water. 

J^ebirots rules 'bfael and Jurgu/aeb. The former enables 
anyone to fpeak in any language he will, and alfo techcs the

able to teach thofe things which are molt fecret and com- 
pletely hidden. 

Sergu/atb gives every means of fpeculation. In addition, 
he inftruCfs as to the methods of breaking the ranks and 
ftrategy of opponents. Subjedl to thefe arc the eight moll 
powerful fubordinates: 

Proculo, who can caufc a perfon to fleep for fourty-eight 
hours, with the knowledge of the fphcrcs of flccp. 

Haristum, who can caufc anyone to pafs through fire 
without being touched by it. 

Biuj leper, who caufes a perfon to be beloved of women. 

Pentaonony, who gives the two benefits of attaining 
invifibility and the love of great lords. 

Aclasis, who can carry anyone or anything anywhere in 
the world. 

Sidracosam, caufes any girl to dance in the nude. 

Minoson, is able to make anyone win at any game. 

Bucon, can caufe hate and fpiteful jealousy between 
members of the oppofite fexes.

he operator of thefe rituals would do 
well to abftain from the companionlhip of 
the vulgar-minded during the time of the 
working and the three days preceding the 
adhjal experiments.

without want. Let it fuflicc that one who conducts this work 
fpend a goodly time in thought cogent to the work. It is 
important that whoever does this work takes the time to 
remove all obftaeles which may interfere with the completion 
of the work; this is very important — for, if you cannot do the 
work in its entirety it is better never to commence. 
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$Tke Instruments of the Art 

The inftruments of this Art arc few, but muft be acquired 
before you bepn .h= couvoebons of the fpUto. M 
appurtenances may be conftru<fted by the hands of the 
operator, or bought before the initiation of the experiments. 
In cither cafe, the inftruments fhould be confecratcd as to 
dedicate their ufe for the affiftancc in this operation. The 
inftruments are as follows. 

%The Configuration of the Temple 

This temple is to meafurc fifteen feet fquare and may be 
conftruffed out of either ftonc or wood, as is preferred. Hierc 
fhould be a window to allow light into the temple, as this is 
a work of the attainment of Light, and where there is no light 
there is only darknefs, as we are told. The ceiling of the 
temple fhould not be left than fix feet high; both it and the 
ceiling fhould be unadorned, unlefs there is a rcafon to do 
contrariwife. 

*>Tbc d Magick Circle fcf Triangle of the Art 

The circle is to meafure nine feet acrofs. It may be 
inferibed for cither permanent or for temporary ufe, and is to 
be adorned with thefe Names of God: EH1EH * J AM •PYHVII 
ELOHIM * AL * ELOIIIM GIBOR * YHVH ELOA1I VA- 
DAATH YHVH TZABAOTH * ELOHIM TZABAOTH *

The triangle is to meafuie nine feet in equal meafurc- 
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ment, thus nine feet in circumferance. Each of the three 
angles fhould be befet with thefe angelic names: 
ANAPHEXATON * PRIMEUMATON * TETRAGRAMMATON 
It is to be fet down for either permanent or temporary 
ufe, as we have faid before. 

?f The dMagical Weapons Tools of the Art 

The Booke 

It is aggreeablc to find a pen or quill which can be ufed 
for the time of working which you perform. The booke is to 
be ufed to keep a record of the magick Actions and the 
prayers, invocations, rituals or figils you will ufe in this 
operation. The booke fhould be new, uninferibed by anyone 
elfc and fhould be confccrated for ufe as we have faid. 

The Wand or Rod 

This fhould be crafted from rofewood or cedar and 
fhould meafure half the length of your arm. It is to be ufed to 
trace the figils of die Quarters which will be given in the 
fecond part of tills monograph. It is to be marked with the 
Names of God which the angels will give you in the circle. 

The Magical Knife 

The knife muff be new and fharp enough to cut cafily, for 
this is to be its purpofe. Its blade fhould be no more than nine 
inches long and may be inferibed with thefe names: AGLA * 
YHVH * ON * ADONAI. The handle of the knife is to be 
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falhioncd ufing the feme wood as was ufed for the rod of the 
Art. 

The Talisman 

It is neceffary to conftruft taliGnans for the objeft of each 
of your experiments, one for each of the purpofes. The nature 
of the talifmans and their manner of confecration will be 
given to you by God’s angels at the altar in temple. Thefe 
talifmans cannot become ufeful until they have become 
confecrated and dedicated to their purpofe, as it is feid. 

The Ceremonial Robe 

It muft be conftru&cd of linen or fome fuch material and 
is beft when it is made by the operator of this work. The robe 
may be falhioned with a hood and Ihould be no longer than 
your ankles and the fleeves of which Ihould be no longer than 
your wrifts. An emblem maybe appropriate to fome Ad ions 
and as with the holy names of the rod of the Art, thefe will 
be given to you by God through his miniftcring angels. 

The Censur and Suffumigations 

The types ofperfumes and incenfes and their qualities or 
purpofes have been deferibed in many other books on the 
‘RgyahArt ofJVtagick, fome falfcly fo and others trucly. Here 
follows a lift of the incenfes and perfumes which may be ufed 
and their practical aflociations in this work.

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Notice and Warninc: 

Thcfe arc the ^ liphothic orders of the averfe fephiroth 
and their orders of fcivitors which number fix and fifty. They 
are to be called forth in the day and hour of their rule, or elfc 
they will not do the magician fcrvice. Some of thefc Spirits 
demand a facrifice of the magician before they will honor the 
rcquefls but it having been made they are amiable to the 
demands made. Each of thefe orders rule 490 leagues of 
Spirits except thofc ruled by Tagaririm, whofc dominion is 
fevenfold that of the others. 

$Thc Qliphoth 

Thefc be they who be unclean andevil, even the diftortion 
and perverfion of the Scphiroth: the fallen Rcftridtion of the 
univerfc, the rays of the coils of the Hooping Dragon. Eleven 
are their claffes, yet Ten arc they called. Seven arc the Heads, 
yet an Eighth arifeth. Seven are the Infernal Palaces, yet do 
they include Ten. 

In the Tree of Life, by the Waters of the River, in the 
Garden of Wifdom, is the Serpent of the Paths; it is the 
Serpent in the Celcffial Eden. But the Serpent of the Temp- 
tation is that of the Tree of Knowledge of Good and Evil, the 
annthefis and oppofer of the other: the Red coiled Stooping 
Dragon of the Apocalypfe, the Serpent of the Terreftrial 
Eden. Regard thou therefore the Celcftial Serpent, as of 
Btafs, gliflening with Green and Gold, the Color of Vegeta- 
tion and ofgrowth: banifh thou therefore the Evil and feek 
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the Good. For as Mofes lifted up the Serpent in the Wilder- 
nefs, even fo muft the Son of Adam be lifted up, raifed 
through the balance of ftrife and of trial, through the Path- 
way of ./Eternal Life. And when, like our Mafter, thou art 
extended on that Tree, through fuffering and through pain, 
let thy countenance be raifed up towards the Light of the 
Holy One to invoke the Divine Brightncfs, not for thyfclf, 
but for thofc who have not yet attained to the Pathways, even 
though they be thy tormentors. 

Balanced between the Spiritual and the Material, the 
type of Reconciler, remember the fymbol of the Brazen 
Serpent. Mark thou well the difference between the two 
ferpents, for before the Serpent of Brafs of Numbers, the 
Serpent of fire could not (land. But at the Fall, the Serpent 
of Evil arifmg in the Tree furrounded Malkuth, and linked 
her thus into the outer and the ? liphoth , for this is the Sin of 
the Fall, even the reparation of the Material Plane from the 
Scphiroth lluough the interpofition of the Coils of the 
Stooping Dragon. Thus, therefore, mull Malkuth be cleanfed. 
and this is the Redemption to come. For alfo Chrift expiated 
not Sin till after he had overcome the Temptation. But furcly 
all things in the Creation are necclfary, feeing that one 
cxifteth not without the other, and the Evil alfo hclpeth the 
Work, for thus the greater and more intenfc the Darknefs, by 
fo much more doth the Light become bright by Contraft and 
draweth, as it were, increafcd force from the Blackncfs.

In the Circle are the Waters of Tears, in the fecond 
Circle arc the Waters of Creation, in the third Circle are the 
Waters of the Ocean, in the fourth Circle is the Falfe Sea.

Thefe are from Cherubic expreflions of Force and the 
Evil and Avcrfe Powers broken beneath their feet arc: ‘Rahab, 
whofe fymbol is a terrible demon leaping upon an Ox; 
Machaloth, a form compounded of a ferpent and a woman, 
and Ihc rideth upon a ferpent fcorpion; and Jj lith, a woman 
outwardly beautiful but inwardly corrupt and putrefying, 
riding upon a ftrangc and terrible bead. To thefe four (Babel, 
Jonia, Media, Edom) are attributed four Kingdoms. 

‘Bairiron] This spirit so called becaufe they are derived 
from the Fourth Evil, namely J amael, the 
Black. Their colors arc dull red and a black, 
and their form is that of a Dragon-Lion. 
zAdimiron ; whofe colors are like blood mixed with 
water, a dull yellow and gray. Their form is 
that of a Lion-lizard. 

Tzel/adimiron; whofe colors are like limpid blood, bronze 
and crimfon. They are like favage triangu- 
lar-headed dogs.

ing yet having vail flrength. 

; w hofc colors are of a flagnant gleaming, 
watery hue, and their forms like hideous 
women, almoft Ikeletons, united to the bod- 
ies of ferpents and fifties. 
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In the midft ofthc circle are placed JumaW ando jfmodat. 
The fymbolic form of the former is fomewhat like that of the 
Devil of the Tarot, but coloflal and attenuated; that ot 
cAfmodai is as a bloated, beftial man, but in a crouching 
pofition. At the South-Eaft Angle are placed the EvileAdam, 
a goat-headed (keleton-like giant; and a thoufand-hcaded 
Hydra Serpent; ever-changing and diftorted countenance_ 
At the North-Eaft Angle is c Aggeroth, the daughter of 
CMachalatb , a (icndifh witch with ferpent hair enthroned in 
a chariot drawn by an Ox and an Ala. At the North- Weft 
Angle is a gigantic Scorpion with a fearful countenance, but 
(landing upright as it were, and formed of putrefying water. 
After him comcth the Un-nameable One and his appearance 
and fymbol is that of a dofely-vciled Black gigantic figure 
covered with whirling wheels and in his hand is avail wheel 
whence iflue as it whirls, multitudes of cat-like demons. 
Behind comcth <J Maamah like a crouching woman with an 
animal’s body, crawling along the ground and eating the 
earth. And at the South-Eaft Angle are the winged lion and 
a winged horfe drawing in a chariot the younger Qhtb, the 
wife of ijlfmodai. She is dark, a woman to the waift and a man 
below it, and Ihe appears as dragging down with her hands 
fmall figures of men into Hell. 

Of the Three Evil forces behind f,amael 
The firft is SematrieJ, whofe form is that of a vaft black, 
man-headed Dragon-ferpent, and he united under him the 
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force of Kethcr of the Infernal and averfe Sephiroth. The 
fecond, a black, bloated Man-dragon, ‘Belial, he denieth a 
God; and he uniteth the forces of the averfe Chokmah. The 
third is OJlJhfieJl or Qojljbfuf, a black, bloated Man-infett, 
horrible of afpeff, his breth greater than his length: and he 
uniteth tire force of the Averfe Binah. The fourth form is 
Jamael the Black. All thefe arc of gigantic nature and terrible 
afpeft. 

?f The Evil and cAverfe £epbiroth 

Thcfc be the Evil and Averfe Sephiroth contained in the 
Seven Evil Palaces, and thefe Sephiroth have their place from 
behind the holme (s of the World of Afliah. And^amae/thc 
Evil furroundeth the whole Evil Sephiroth who are thus 
Eleven inftcad of Ten. There are eleven letters in the word 
‘Lieutenant Governors’: Eftherix.3; eleven days fromHoreb, 
Dcut. 1.2; the word ‘where’ in Deut. xxxu .37 is in value eleven; 
eleven were die curies of Ebal; eleven were the Dukes of 
Edom, etc. In the Evil Palaces, the firft containeth Kethcr, 
Chokmah and Binah. Unto Kcther is attributed Kffctbial, 
which meaneth ‘cut off from God' (Pfalm xxxvu.34); When 
the wicked arc cut off (from God)’ and the fymbolic form is 
that of black, evil Giants. 

Alfo to Kethcr belong the Thaumie l [or Thamiel], the 
Bicephalous ones; and their forms arc thofe of dual, giant 
heads, with bat-like wings; they have not bodies for they arc 
thofe who feek continually to unite themfelves unto the 
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bodies of other beings and forces. 

Unto Chokmah are referred the Dukes of Efau and die 
Cjhogiel (fr. Og, King of Balhan), or, as it is foinetinics 
written, Ogbiel, and they attach thcmfclvcs unto living and 
material appearances, and their form is like that of the black, 
evil Giants with loathfome fcipcnts twined around them. 

Unto Binah are referred the J ataricl or ‘tfarafiel, the 
Concealers and Deftroyers whofe forms and appearances arc 
a gigantic, veiled Head with horns and hideous eyes fecn 
through the veil, and they are followed by evil centaurs. Thcfc 
are alfo called Jeriel from Efau, becaufc of their hairinefs. 

The Second Palace containeth Chcfed, unto which are 
attributed the Qagh^hekelab, the Difturbing Ones, and their 
fymbolic forms are thofc of the black, cat-headed Giants. 
They are alfo called cAziel, Qhazariel and c Agniel. 

The Third Palace containeth Geburah whereunto are 
attributed Qolaheb, or Burners with fire, otherwife called 
Zfphiel, and their forms arc thofe of enormous black heads 
like a volcano in eruption. 

The Fourth Palace containeth Tiphcrcth whereunto arc 
attributed Z&miel, and they are great black giants, ever 
working againft each other. 

The fifth Palace containeth Netzach, whereunto are 
attributed the Cjhoreb Zcrcq, or Difpcrfing Ravens. Their 
form is that of the hideous Demon-headed Ravens Blueing 
from a volcano, alfo called Qetzphiel. 

The Sixth Palace containeth Hod, whereunto arc rc- 
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ferred the Jamae/or Deceivers [Jugglers], whofe form is that 
of a dull Demon-headed, dog-like monfters. 

The Seventh Palace containeth Yefod and Malkuth. 
Unto Yefod are referred the (jamalie l, or Obfccne Ones 
whofe form arc thofe of corrupting, loathfome bull-men, 
linked together. Thereunto arc alfo referred ft&bafbiel, Evil 
Serpents, and Obricl. Thereunto belongcth the Blind Dragon - 
forcc. Unto Malkuth is attributed fi/ith, the Evil Woman, 
afterwards changing to a black, monkey-like demon. The 
name of the ferpent, Jfacbajh, hath the fame number as that 
ofthe Mefliah, who will root out the ^liphoth from the world.

S’ The t Manner of falling the Spirits to Vifible zAppcarame 
It is agreeable to firft ftate that the Arch-dxmons muft 
be called in their time of dominion, or clfc they will not 
render themfelves fervicable to the magician. It is neceflary 
that the operator of thefe Aftions prepare the place of 
working before attempting to call forth the Arch-dsemons, 
but this is not the cafe with the Qliphoth — they may be 
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invoked or called forth without a place which has been 
arranged for them. 

The method of calling forth the Arch-dxmons requires 
a fourfold operation, and that is, the fundamental prayer, the 
banilhing of all malignant fpirits, the invocation of the Arch- 
angels, and laftly, the evocation of the Arch-dxmons. It is 
very important that no part of this be left out, for that would 
furely lead you to ruin. The Arch-dxmons may appear (at 
firft) in an invifible form. To make them become vifible to the 
your eyes all that is neccftary is to fhed blood, either that of 
an animal, or that of a woman, or your own, and by and by, 
they will appear in their true form, as the blood gives them the 
power to take fliapes, fuch as they are. 

Here follows the manner of invoking the Arch-angels, 
all the reft of tills will be given unto you by them: 

$Thc c Angelick Conjuration. 

Begin this by reciting Ps lxu, exu, axx & ljootvt. Then 
begin the following Oration. 

O Moft llluftrious Prince of the heavenly hofts, holy 
MICI I/EL * GABRIEL * URIEL * RA PH/EL; the Archangels, 
from thy celeftial home defend me, a human being, whom 
God has created in His own image and likenefs, and whom 
He has purchafed at a great price from Satan's tyranny. 

O Holy and Almighty God who fafhioncd the earth and 
all things by a word! Who fent His only-begotten Son into 
the world to crufh the fpirit of evil with its bellowing; do 
(8l) 
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Thou Ipeedily give heed and fend Thine holy and eftulgcnt 
miniflcring angels from their ftations. Let them come that 
they might adminiftcr Thine virtue, ftrength and wifdoin 
unto me, in thefe Aftions, with whatever fpirits 1 call forth . 
Let the Prince of Darknefs have no power over me and his 
fervitors no power to enflave me but alfift ine that 1 may aft 
to the glory of God. 

Bring ftrength, O Lord, by Thine holy angels Raphel, 
Gabriel, Uriel and Michel; who refilled againfl hucifer and 
his raving followers which fell from Heaven, and were 
configned to Hell for a time and a time; who ferve God in 
confillancy and faith; who ling “Holy! Holy! Holy! Art the 
Lord of Holts!” To thee O Lord; who has entrufted the 
fcrvice of leading the fouls of the redeemed into heavenly 
blcffednefs. * Amen *

?f The ^hekinah 

The four great princes ruling over the four camps of the 
Shekinah are Michel, Gabriel, Uriel and Raphel. Michatl 
is appointed over the water or feas, Gabriel rules over the fire, 
Uriel over the wind and Raphxl over the dull of the earth. 
The listwhich followcth giveth the names of the Seven Great 
Princes which are appointed over the feven heavens. 
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Micilel rules over the feventh (and highell) heaven. 
Gabriel rules over die lixth heaven. 

Shataqjel is appointed over the fifth heaven. 
Shahacuel is given dominion over the fourth heaven. 
Badaiuel governs the third heaven. 

Barakiel is appointed to the fecond heaven. 

Pazriel is given the realm of the full heaven. 

$ The CMinftering cAngels of the Throne ofjudgemcnt 
Thefe arc the angels of the Shekinah and are four in 
number, two Ir and two Qedushsha; they are the court 
officers who raife, argue and clofc every cafe that comes 
before die Holy One when He is fcated on the Throne of 
Judgement. It is they who give effeft to the decrees of the 
Moll High over the kingdoms of men; thefe angels form the 
council of the Almighty. The cldell Servant of His houfe is 
Metatbon Naar, the angel which maintains the heavenly 

$Thc Watchers and the Holy Ones 

Thefes are the Fallen High Angels and were known to 
the Greeks as Archons; their names are Radweriel; he is the 
cceleltial feribe; Rahatiel is the angel ruling over the 
conllellations. Unto him are the Angelick Dccans which rule 
the 12 figns; SoriiERlEL is die angel fet over the books of the 
Living and the Dead. The Chief of the Watchers is named 
Azazel, who governs with Uzza and Uzziel.

In the Merkabah Vifion of Ezekiel it is written: “And I 
looked and behold a Whirlwind came out of the North, a 
great Cloud, and a fire enfolding itfelf and a Splendour on 
every fide, and Hafhmal the Brilliance of the innermofl flame 
in the midft of fire." 

$The Seraphim 

The Seraphim is four in number and is ruled by Seraphiel; 
he is a prince, wonderful, noble, great, honorable, mighty, 
terrible, a chief and leader and a fwift feribe. His body is like 
that of an eagle and he wears a crown. He is accompanied by 
Satan, Samael and Dubbiel. Thefe arc the accufcrs. It is 
through the fpirit Samaei. in which the abfolution of the 
Seven Deadly Sins is accomplifhed, through the bidding of 
God. 

ff The Ofannim 

The Ofannim is four in number and is ruled by Ofianniel; 
he is a prince and rules over the Moon. He is an ancient and 
great Prince. He has fixteen faces, four on each fide and 8466 
eyes. He is befet with two hundred wings, one hundred on 
each fide. 

The Qherubim 

Cherubiel is the Prince of the Cherubim and it is thefe 
angels who, by their wings, make the ‘four winds’ blow. The 
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wind gocth toward the fouth and tumeth about unto the 
north; it turncrh about continually in its courfe and retumeth 
again unto its circuits. And from the fphere of the Sun they 
return and defeend upon the rivers and the feas and upon the 
hills, as it is written: ‘Forlo, be thatformeth the mountains and 
creatcth the wind. ’ 

%The Tfyyotb 

There are four in number and arc governed by the angel 
Hytufl Thefe four angels arc the next above the Galallim. 
They have four faces, four wings and wcareth crowns upon 
their heads. The angels of the Hyyoth a£l in fcrvice to the 
Miniftcring Angels of the Throne of Judgement. 

$T he Qalagallim 

Thefe arc eight in number and each has eleven angels 
which accompany them; they arc ruled by Galcaluei., who 
rules over the globe of the Sun; and they rule under the 
dominion of the Seven Great Angelick Princes. 

$Thc T{ojh and Qhoir ofaAngels 

The Hoft of Angels are eleven in number and thefe are 
their names: Sallisim, Parashim, Gibborjm, Seba'im, 
Geduthim, Memunnim, Sarim, Ha yum, Mesarethim, 
Mauakim 8c Decaum.
